The laternal cauſe is, the over viſcouſne(s 
of the bloud and humours;- becauſe of which 
not onely the appetite of all food-is dimini» 
ſhed, and: at length dejeted., but the nou- 
riſhment of all the parts ofthe, body is dayly 
decreasd.; for when there is loathing of food,

Thoſe-fits which are produc'd from ſome 
evident cauſe, as veliement paſſions of the 
mind, immoderate evacuations, &c. are leſs 
dangerous than thoſe which come from an 
internal cauſe, as glutinouſneſs of the bloud 
and humours, &c. Which in a great meaſure 
hindreth its free Circulation through the 
Ventricles of the Heart, whereby thereis a 
ſudden and ſwift failing of the vital Spins, 
and conſequently of all ſtrength.

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CHAP VI 
Of Fevers in General. 


A Fever 1s calledin Greek yr, 4 we, 
vel a feritate morbi , that is trom the 
fierceneſs of the diſeaſe. 

It is called febris in latin a fervore, quaſt 
fervens, becauſe it is a hot diſtemper. 

A Fever is a nonnatural heat, which may 
be ſo termed, becauſe it is more than nature 
requires, for the continual management of 
her vital funQions ; for when nature is grie- 
ved, or” over-burthned by any diſtemper, 
there is a ſtrugling endeavour of nature her, 
ſelf to remove ir, which cauſeth this non- 
natural heat.

proceedeth a Conflagration, or vitious Effer- 
veſcency of the Bloud and Humours through» 
out the whole Body. 


. Fevers are either continual, or intermit- 


" continual Fever is that which remains 
from the firſt moment of itsinvaGon, to the 
laſt of itsduration. 

When a continual Fever is very mild, and 
remains but one day; it is called in Greek 
inrparaex thy © buige dies, quod diem duravs. 

Ic is called in Latin Diaria, & Epbemers 
febris, 

This Fever is often excited by ſudden paſi- 
ons of the mind, as vehement. anger, (&«, 
and alſo by our abode too Jong in the Sun, 
ar by vitouſly uſing an ! of the ſix 
gonnapural things fo ; for which there 
is no great need $0 preſcribe Medicines for 8

Cure, jt Leing not difficult, the very w_ 
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of fuch a Fever terminating itſelf, moſt com- 
monly by a breathing ſwear, eſpecially if you

Caufe. | 

If the Fever continues. longer, it may . be 
called in Greek ey @, ex eviza, continuo. 
From whence 'it is called in Latin febris cone 
tinua, que nallas bujuſmedi mutationes babet, 
g4@ acceſſiones wideri  peſſiut, ſed -unicam modo 
ecce(ſtonens a prixcipio uſque ad finem nullis exa- 
rerbationibus diſtintam. 

The continual Fever is alſo called ZJomoy 
foua, que fimilem calorem ad finem uſque ers 
vat. 
It isalſo called Acmaſtica, que continuo creſs 
cit & intouditur. 

A Symochas,, or continual Fever, may be pife- 
divided into two ſorts, viz. that which is not rence. 
putrid, called in Latin Syeochus wow putrida, 
and that which is putrid, called Symochas 
putrida. 

In a Sywochus now putrida, the bloud, and 
other humouss is a little ſharper than is aa» 
tural, and the heat ſomewhat great and va- 
porous, declining a little to the nature and 
mannex of thoſe called putyid. 

Cominizal Fevers are oft times mixy- or 
compounged with thoſe intermitting, having 
forme fits, and again remiſlions, fo thas they 
_— inermtung, bus fil remain contie 
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Theſe fits come ſometimes every day, 
ſometimes the third, and ſometimes the 
fourth day ; whence it may deſervedly be 
nam'd, eirher a Quotidian, Tertian, or res 
tan continual Fever. 

Theſe Fevers upon the account of their 
divers cauſes,may not unfitly be diſtinguiſh'd 
into Cholerick and Lymphatick Fevers. 

And becauſe under the general name of 
Lympha, we do not onely comprehend, that 
Lympha which goes from the conglobated 
Glandules,and other parts to the Heart ; but 
alſo the Juice of the Pancreas, and Spittle it 
ſelf, proceeding from the conglomerated Glan- 
dules, and allo the Liquour that ariſeth from 
the three-fold ſway of the Guts, all mixt toge- 
ther with Lympha, and the bloud in circula- 
ting with it. 

Hence may Lymphatick fevers be ſubdivi- 
ded into glandular, pancreatick and falivary 
Fevers. 

All theſe Fevers may differ ſomething accor- 
ding to the divers Conſtitution'of other hu- 
mours together being in the Body. 

- ButT ſhall wave the nice deſcriptions and 
differences of Fevers, and let the dextrous, 
and judicious Phyſician put a difference 'be- 
tween them, as their Symptoms ſhall dire 
and indicate, for though there- are many 
ſorts of continual Fevers not putrid, yet the 
Cure is almoſt the ſame in all; Ihll here 
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fore (ina few words) mention ſome of their 
differences, taken from the more grievous 
Symptoms oft accompanying them ; after 
the example of famous PraCtioners,and chiefly 
great Platerus, and the moſt famous et- 
mont, and judicious Sylvius, &c. 


r. Firſt, let us take notice of the excee- g,ug. 
ding heat, and moſt urgent burning, which comes. 


attend ſome Fevers. 


Ir is called in Greek ,azz&,which doth ſig- Cauſes. 


nifie burning; in which the ſick is very dry 
and thirſty, which is hard to be quenched. 

This heat is not of the eſlenie of the di- 
ſeaſe, but proceedeth from the inflamed ſpi- 
rits, as is kefore mention'd in page 98. 

Neither doth the great thirſt in Fevers,pro- 
ceed from heat and drines as in'a true and 
natural thirſt, but from ſome excrementitious 
matter, which adhereth to the ſenſitive fa- 
culty of the internal membrane of the Sto- 
mach , which is common to the Throat, 
Mouth and Lips, as that famous Phyſician, 
and ingenious Anatomiſt Doour Alexander 
Read did well obſerve; which is alſo the cauſe, 
that thoſe parts are always afflicted in this 
dry and thirſty diſtemper, 

In this Symptome, Choler is peccant, not 
onely in a Talt Acrimony, but alſoan infla- 
mable oilineſs ; hence the Pultg is very great, 
and over frequent, &c,

2. Raving may be oft obſerv'd in many 
Fevers, whuch is grievous to the ſick for ſome 
time, chiefly when the Fever is malign, or 

 Jornical. 

The cauſe of this is Choler peccant as a- 
foreſaid, which ſo diminiſheth the viſcouſneſs 
of the Juice of the Pancreas, that it cauſeth 
2 vitious Efferveſcency with it, and being 
made ſharper, it produceth a humour not 
munch unlike black Choler, which cauſeth 
the Head-ach, and Watchings, and hence 
Ravings, and at length ſometimes Convulſi- 
ons, and Death it ſelf. 

There are many more Symptoms belong- 
ing tocontinual or ſynochal Fevers. 

i. As firſt, aſpecdy waſting of ſeveral parts 
of the body, cauſed by Choler, the Cure 
whereof may be referred to the Cure of a 
HeRick Fever. 

2. A malignity, which ſuddenly dejecteth 
the vital ſtrength, without manifeſt cauſe; 


which for the moſt part is Epidemical. But

Chap. VI. Of Fevers in General. 


Some think this diſtemper conſiſts of a 
double Fever, Cholerick, and Pancreatical ; 
and not without reaſon, becauſe ſuch like va- 
pours may be continually rais'd in the fraall 
guts, by the Juices of the Paxcreas nniverſal- 
ly over-ſour; which may be confusd onely 
with the Maſs of Bloud, and breed a ſenſe 
of cold in the habit of the Body, whullt a 
burning heat is ſtir'd up in the internal parts 
by a Fever, cauſed by Caoler more oily than 


The cauſe of every continual Fever not Cas 


putrid, is ſometimes Choler vitiated, ſome- 
times Lywpha together with the Juice of the 
Pancreas and' Spittle, and many times all 
theſe together are ill affected. 

Theſe vitiated humours flowing always to 
the Heart, cauſe a continual Efferyeſcency 
in the right Ventricle of it; whence the Pulſe 
is continually produc'd more frequent againſt 
nature. 

Fevers in Children are cauſed either by the - 
Food «bounding in quantity, or by ſome vi- 
tious _ of it, or from. an ill diſpoſation 
of the digeſtive ferment. 

. Milk 1s the general Food of Children, and 
there is ſuch a propenſity in its own nature 
to-curdle, that if it be not quickly digeſted, 
it obeyeth the aad Ferment of the Stamach, 
and is ſcon coagulated like new tough-Cheele, 
and if it be not ſpeedily vomired up, it te-

This cxcellent volatile Medicine is both 
abſterve, and Diuretick, and will cleanſe 
the Stomach and Inteſtines of the remaining 
Sordes, and expell them by Urine. 

In the Declination of the Fever, if ſleep 
be wanting ; this following Julep will much 
avail, both to cauſe reſt, and retreſh the 
ſpirits. 

Take the Waters of Carduns benedidt. Fen- 
nel, of each twoounces; Treaclc-water, Sy- 
rup of red Poppies, of cach one ounce ; Law 
danum opiatum {1x grains ; Salt of Worm- 
wood half a drachm; Spirit of Salt twenty 
drops; mix it, and give the ſick three or 
four ſpoonfulls every three hours. 

By the frequent uſe of this Cordial Julep, 
( or one like it ) all pains will be caſed, na- 
ture quieted and relieved, and the importu- 
nate thirſt allayed. 

But if thirſt ſtill urgeth, give the dulcit- 
ed Spirit of Salt, or,of Niter, in Poſlct-drink, 
and all the Liquils they take, from fix, to 
ten or twelve crops at a time. 

If you fear there be any Malignancy in 
the Fever ; give the ſick cight or ten grains 
of Bezoardic. mineral, every fourth hour, in 
a ſpoonfull or two of the aforeſaid Julep, of 
good found Canary-wine, to kcep rhe Pati- 
ent in a breathing ſweat. 

As for the Cure of Fevers attended with 
grievous and furious raging, and watch 
10gs, 
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ings,&Fc. I refer you to the Chapter of Phren- 
ſies, which is full to this purpoſe. 

I ſhall now give ſome direftions to young 
Phyſicians and Nurſes, and ſo —_—_ this 
Chapter of Fevers in general. 

1. Firſt, give no Opats in the beginning of 
a Fever, becauſe they tye up the Archeus of 
the Stomach, and firſt paſſages, thereby hin- 
dring it from expelling, the occaſional cauſe 
of the Diſeaſe. 

2. Give the ſick neither Mithridate, nor 
Diaſcordium (as is the common cuſtome) nor 
apply it to the Wriſts, nor Stomach, ( nor 
any thing elſe that is nauſeous ) whilſt Na- 
ture and the Diſeaſe are ſtrugling ; but if the 
Patient tends tocoldneſs, you may moiſten 
a piece of Roſe-cake, or a toſt of ſtale Bread 
in Sylv;us's Spirit, or for want thereof in 
Brandy dulcified, and apply it to the Sto- 
mach twice a dav, which will revive nature, 
and fortifie it againſt the invading Enemy. 

3. Give no meat whilſt the diſeaſc is on 
them, for the Stomach is not fit to receive 
it, neither hath it ſtrength to digeſt it; and 
therefore it will become a recruit or ſupply 
tothe Diſcaſe, except it be ſpeedily vomited 
up again. 

+ If it be a Child, give it not any Milk, 
and if it Suck, wean it; for Milk is the 
firſt matter, -and foundating of rhis diſeaſe in 
them; neither give it Beer\.:nor water, nor

any cooling things to corre tlie heat, be- 
cauſe it will weaken nature, and ſtrengthen 
the Diſeaſe. 

But hot Poſſet-drink turn'd with White. 
wine, or ſound Beer with a little Vinegar, 
*may be drank liberally, after the Caule is 
removed. 

5. If the ſick be Adult, you may give two 
parts of Water, and one of good Wine, ei- 
ther French Wine or Sherry ; but Malaga, or 
any other ſweet Wine is not ſo good. 

6. When the Patient begins to recover, the 
plaineſt broths, and gruels, are the beſt ; till 
' then a little is too much; and if you did uſe 
Salt and Vinegar, inſtead of Spice and Sugar, 
it would agree better with them. 


CHAP. VI. 


Of intermitting Fevers. 


A N intermitting Fever is that which re- 
turns after intervalls, ſometimes longer, 
ſometimes ſhorter in divers Fits;whence accor- 


ding to thedivers ſpace ofevery acceſs or fit; | 


the ſame gers alſo divers Names, for if a new 
Fir return daily, anſwering the precedent in 


propagwon,it is called a Quotidian. 


It 
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If it comes every other day, it is calted a 
Tertian, 

If the fit return after two days intermiſſi- 
on, it is called a Quartan, and fo forward, 
although Quintans, Sextans, &c. are ſeldom 
obſerv'd. 


And here you may note, that intermit- 0b/rv- 
ting Fevers do but ſeldom return in the ex- #103 


at intervall of natural days of twenty four 
hours; but return quicker or ſlower, for the 
moſt, part ; wherefore then they are faid to 
anticipate the expected time for ſome hours, 
which is diſliked, or to come later, which is 
commended by ſome. 

Although it matters not, whether the 
fits anticipate, or come later ; if ſo be that 
their continuance, and the grievoulſneſs of 
n—__ ( daily accompanying ) be di- 
minith'd. 

There is great diverſity among Authours 
concerning the Cauſes of intermitting Fe- 
vers, which I ſhall not inſiſt on; butin a 
few words will ſet down the true Cauſes 


of them. 


The cauſes then, are either external, or cauſe. 


internal. 

The external Canſe of Agues is a ſtop of 
the uſual neceſſary diſcharge of ftermenting 
humours ; the porous skin ( being ſhut by 
external ſudden cold ) denies paſlage to the 


conſtant diſcharge of the ſweatty humours,” 


I 3 which 
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which happens : moſt commonly about Au- 
tumn; and likewiſe when any comes fud- 
denly out of a hot Climate, intoa cold Re. 

ion; for the ſweatty Vapours being detain'd 

y the Conſtipation of the skin, or ſhutting 
of the Pores, the ſame condenſe, and thence 
become ſour, which chills the external parts, 
and cauſeth the ſhaking, or ſhivering cold 
fit, at the firſt invaſion of -this diſturbing 
Foreigner ; after which the inflaming Fer- 
ment of Choſer ( Ecing exaſperated ) doth 
at its part, and ( having gaind Dominion ) 
it doth rarefie the Bloud by degrees ; whence 
the Pulſe becomes greater and ſtronger ) 
which is increasd by an irritation of the 
Acrimony of Choler, and the rarefaction of 
the Bloud at the Heart; for the heat and 
burning in the Heart, and thence in the 
whole Body, is increasd by Choler fuccef- 
ſively over-ruling, 
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The internal Cauſe of Agues or intermit- 
ting Fevers, is an obſtruction of one or 
more of the lateral duats or branches of the 
Pancreas or Sweet-bread, by reaſon of viſcous 
Phlegm ; which being ſeparated from the 
Bloud by the Glandules of the Pancreas , 1 
there collefted by degrees ; whence'it is ſent 
(in too large a quantity) to the main duct or 
pipe thereof, which detaineth the Juice of 

the Pancreas contrary to nature , —_— 
| © 
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ought continually to flow into the ſmall 


Gut called Duodenum. | 

The Juice of the Pancreas, which is natu- 
rally ſourith, being compelled to ſtand till 
in its paſſage, quickly grows more acrimo- 
nious, or acid ; becauſe the Volatile Spirit 
(which is naturally conjoin'd to it, to temper 
it ) doth gradually fly away ; by which this 
Juice ( becoming more ſharp and acid ) ac- 
quires a putrefactive Ferment ; whence at 
length it makes way through the obſtructing 
Phlegm, and is effuſed into the Duodenum, 
where meeting with Choler, it ſtirs up a 
vitious effervelcency, or preternatural Fer- 
ment, from whence comes the Ague fir, 
with all its Symptoms ; as in the beginning 
Horrour, Chilneſs, Cold, Shaking, &c. then 
preſently follows Reachings, Yeawning, and 
Vomiting, &c. 

At length acrimonious and flatulent Va- 
pours ( raiſed by rhe aforeſaid vitious Effer- 
veſcency ) are carried through the Lactcal 
veins, and Thoracick paſhge, and fo through 
the Vena cava aſcendens , ( in what form 
ſoever ) to the right Ventricle of the Hearr; 
and by its Acrimony, alters and troubles the 
vital Eferveſcency, and by over ſtirring the 
Heart, cauſeth a more frequent Pulſe ; and 
many times produceth grievous Symptoms, 
as great Heat and Thirlt, dithicplry of brea- 
thing, Heart-ach, Raving, Swouniog, and 
I 4 all 
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all other Symptoms, that happen in all in- 
termitting Fevers. 
- The nature of viſcous Phlegm is ſuch, 
& that though it be pierced through by the 
Juice of the Pancreas too acid and acrimoni- 
ous, yet it doth preſently run together and 
unite again, and fo repairs and renues the 
obſtruction that was in part opened ; and the 
Juice of the Pancreas being ſtopped as be- 
fore, grows: ſour by ſtanding ſtill as afore- 
faid, 1o that it forceth through the Phlegm 
that ſtopped its natural paſlage, and fo pro» 
Phleg f uct fit; ſooner eres _ 
m ( obſtructing the la e © 
the Pancreas) is pierced through by the fore» 
mention'd Juice. 

For if the obſtruting Phlegm be not very 
glutinous, and the Juice of the Pancreas be 
plentifull and acid, a new fit of an in- 
termitting Fever will return. in the ſpace of 
twenty four hours, and therefore 'tis called 


Queridian, 2 Quotidian 


But if the Phlegm be very viſcous and plen- 
tifull, and the Juice of the Pancreas be little 
in quantity, and alſo tart and obtuſe ; ſo 
much the ſlower will the new fit of the 
intermitting Fever be produced ; ſo that it 
is ſometimes three, ſometimes four days, be- 
fore the returning of the fit ; from whence it 
is called a Quartan, or Quintan, &c. 

So likewiſe as oft as the obſtructing 
Phlegm, 
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Phlegm, and the Juice of the Pancreas are 
in a medium, wiz. The Phlegm more 
glutinous and plentifull, than in the Quo- 
tidian, but not ſo much as the Quartan ; as 
likewiſe the Jaice of the Pancreas is more in 
quantity, and more acid than in the Quartan, 
but not ſo plentifull and acid, as in a Quoti- 
dian ) ſooft new fits of interm'tting Fevers 
will return almoſt every other day, from 
whence they may be called Tertians, which 
much differ in their Symptoms beyond 
what other intermitting Fevers do, although 
none of them return in the exact intervall 
of the Days or Hours before mention'd, but 
return quicker or ſlower for the moſt parr. 

The Cure of 
be perform'd, 

1. Firſt, if the glutinous coagulated Phlegm, 
( which is the cauſe of the obſtruction be 
cut and diffolv'd, and wholly carried out of 
the Body. ; 

2. If the increasd Acidity, and Acrimony 
of the Juice of the Pancreas, be temper'd and 
corrected. 

3. If its vitious Efferveſcency with Choler, 
Tc.

CHAP. VIL 


Of Malignant Fevers. 


N the Chapter of Fevers in general I told 

you; that Synoclial, or continual Fevers, 
were without any fit, to their laſt and com- 
plete ceaſing ; and likewiſe I did diſtinguiſh 
them into putrid, and not putrid. 

Thoſe that are not putrid, have little or 
no malignity in them, but the putrid are al- 
ways accompanied with malignity. 

A malignant Fever differs trom others in 


this, that it draws its putrefation immedi- 


ately 
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ately from its own matter, putrefation be- 


ing joined with it ; from whence the vital. 


__ is ſuddenly, and unexpectedly de> 
; or far more grievous Sym OC» 
cur,than are wont to be obſerv'd in ſuch a like 
diſeaſe. | 

Malign Fevers are either more acute, en- 
ding in few days; or longer, continuing 
more days. | 

And they are either contagious, and epi- 
demical raging among many in the fame 
time, having a common caule, as the Air or 
Food vitiated, &c. Infeting others, or elſe 
they are not contagious. 


Among contagious Fevers, we may- not C«(ewure.

cauſe it hath an admirable fulphur in it,

Take of Epidemical water, Spirit of Vine- 
gar, of each one ounce ; The Waters of 
Treacle, and Cinamon, of each half an 
ounce ; the Waters of Carduus, Scabious, 
of each rwo ounces; Syrups of the Juice of 
Cardzus , Clove-gilliflowers, of each one 
ounce and half ; Antimonie Diaphoretick, 
Bezoar-mineral, of each one drachm ; Ve- 
gice-treacle, two drachms ; mix it. 

Let. the fick take a quarter of this Dia- 
phoretick Julep, and diſpoſe the Body to 
fweat, and after half an hour, take one or 
two ſpoonfulls more, and ſo go on, till a 
profitable Swear foltow. 

In the interim if the ſick be thirſty, let 
them drink a little warm Broth temper'd to 
a gratefulneſs, with juice of Oranges, Ci- 
trons, or Verjuice, &c. whereby the break- 
ing forth of the ſweat will not onely be pro- 
moted; bur alſo the hurtfull Acrimony of 
the peccant Salt will be correQed, and af 
fwaged.

The Good, (next to God's judgment) is

HE Small-pox,,and Meaſles are cal- 

led, in Greek if«rbiwawy and in Latin 
a » quaſi parut morbi , wel parvorum 
worbi. 

They are alſo called Yariolz, &-Puſtule, 
ex vario, .vel varium facio, quod cutis fit varia, 
Becauſe the skin is of various forms. }, 

Theſe diſtempers are moſt commonly at- 
tended with a Maliga Fever, which oft 
proves Epidemical, Contagious and Mortal, 
ag therefore may juſtly be termed Peſtilen- 
tal. | 

The Small-pox isa cutaneous Eruption, 
or large Puſtules,ſomething like to Warts on 
the Skin, with Inflammation, which m few 
days comes to ſuppuration, if the ſick recover. 

The Meaſles are little Puſtules in the Skin, 


with a deep redneſs, and may be beſt per- 


ceived by feeling ; they are uſually diſcuſſed 
in five or ſix days without ſuppuration. 
There is another ſort of Puſtules, or Tu- 
. bercles, liks little Bladgers, incident to Men, 
Women and Children ; which are with- 
out Inflammation or redneſs ; and alſo withs 


out a Fever,

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Some call them Criſtals, others Bliſters, 
but Country people call them Swine-pox, 
Hen or Chicken-pox, &:. 

To theſe alſo may be referred, thoſe red 
fiery ſpots which break out about the fourth 
or fiſth day (in Malign Fevers) all over the 
Body ; and if the fick recover, vaniſh 
about the eighth day, after which the Cuti- 
cala-cometh away in flakes ; this is common- 
ly called the Scarlet Fever. .

Eyes, with redneſs and ſwelling of the Face, 
and ſometimes bleeding at the Noſe ; alſo a

If the cholerick paſſion be cauſed by 
poiſon, or plentifulneſs of cholerick hu- 
mours in the Stomach, &c. then nothing 
hinders but that a gentle Antimonial Eme- 
tick may Le'given, to which may be added 
thoſe things which will temper the too 
great efferveſcency of the aloreiaid hu- 


mours. For exampte.

Aſter the evacuation of the peccant hu- 
mours upward, and downward, an _—_—_ 
may be profitably uſed ; becauſe it will not 
onely temper the Acrimony of Choler , 
but aſſwage the acid juice, and ſtupefie the 
outward ſenſe, and procure reſt, which 
will be very gratefull to the ſick. 


Take the waters of Fennel, Plantain, Mint, ey 


Purſlain, of each two ounces ; Cinamon- 
water, Syrups of Myrtles, Purſlain, white 
Popp.es, of each one ounce; Confef. de Hya- 
cintho, Diaſcordium, Venice-treacle, of each 
twodrachms ; Laudanum opiat. eight grains ; 
Spirit of Niter twenty drops ; mix it. 

Let the ſick take rwo Spoonfulls of it of- 
ten, which will conduce to amend the faul- 
tineſs of any humours, whether acrimonious, 
falt or ſour ; for in the diſcaſe of Cho/era, it 
will powerfully aſſwags the too much effer- 
veſcency that is raiſed in the ſmall Gur, 
ſtaying the fierce motion-of the troubled hu- 
mours. 

A bloudy vomiting requireth ſpeedy help, 
whence ſoever the bloud cometh. 

The following Aftringent medicine will 
wonderfully conduce to the cure.

After Vomiting is ſuppreſt, if the Patient 
be troubled with belching of wind, &c. in 
this caſe, the following exemplary mixture 
may bear the praiſe; tor it doth not onely 
conduce to curb and diſcuſs wind, remain- 
ing as well in the Stomach, as Guts ; but it 
doth temper and corre&t both Phlegm and 


Choler, and hinder wind in its rife, and will 
diſſipate it, when it is bred.

If bloud be thought or feared to be clot-

- The voiding of matter by vomiting and 
ſtool, is not to be ſtaid, but mildly promo- 
ted, ſeeing it is wholly unnatural, and hurt- 
full to the Body : but its new riſe is to be 
hindred as much as may be, ſeeing it is bred 
of bloud, which is the fuel of our vital fire, 
and the ſuſtenance of all parts of the Bo- 
dy. 

"mn all the medicines that move or 
promote the voiding of matter, and- hinder 
the continual breeding of it, out of corrupt 
bloud ;. I prefer and commend Antimonials, 
rightly prepar'd ; as well Emeticks, as other 
preparations of it, -as Antimonium Diaphore- 
tic. and above all, a Balſam made artificially 
of its lowers, which will powerfully conduce 
to alter and corre the Tande lling the 
Body by matter, and hinder the new produ- 
cing of it. | 

Alſo Balſam of Sulphur with Oil of Aniſe- 
ſeed is excellent to cleanſe and conſolidate 
any inward Ulcer ; if two or three drops of 
it be taken often in a day -in any - pleaſant 
healing vehicle. 

In all preternatural vomitings keep the 
Belly open, ſo that the ſick may have ( at 
leaſt) every day a ſtool, either by Nature 
of Art ; and let the peccant humours remai-

The following Emulſion will conduce not 
onely to allay the irritation, and temper the 
ſharp humours, but will make the paſſages 
ſlippery, and (by degrees) moiſten the harcl 
Excrements we in the ſmall Gut, and 
in the mean time, will mildly procure reſt, 
and ſtop vomiting. 


Take of ſweet Almonds Ulanched, white 1,

In this grievous D.\-aſe, nothing is to Le 
neglected, either outward, or inward, tha t 
may procure eaſe to the Patent. 

The intrails of Animals, as ſhcep, &c. ap- 
plied very warm in hot cloaths, and often 
repeated, are very effectual. 

Allo Yentofes applied to the Navel have 
prov'd ſuccestull ; after which let a little Ci-

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vet wrapt'in Cotten be put to the Navel, 
and upon it apply a Plaſter « Cymino, or 
Sylvius's Carminative Plaſter ; or elſe ler the 
aforemention'd Palteſs, be applied warm. 

Golden bullets ſwallowed are excellent, 
but for want of them, leaden bullets may 
lerve. 

Some give great Pills of Antimony ; and 
crude Mercury or Quick-ſilver well depura- 
ted is alſo highly commended, to be given 
to three pound at a time, and walk or ride 
after it, to agitate the Body ; but before 
you give cither of them let the ſick take an 
ounce of oil of ſweet Almonds or Sallet oil, 
and likewiſe after it : and be ſure that noa- 
cid thing be given after the Quick-ſilver till 
it be evacuated, leſt it coagulate the Mer- 
cury, and hurry the Patient to the grave. 


CHAP. YI 


Of pain in the Stomach, and of various pains 
of the Guts, as Cholick, &c. 


HE pains of the Stomach may be 
diſtinguiſh'd or divided into two forts, 
4z. of the upper and lower orifice. 


i 
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If the upper orifice of the Stomach, (which 
is of exquifite ſenſe, by reaſon of the inter- 
texture of Nerves with which it is wonder- 
fully furniſh'd from the wvaga ſexta, where- 
of branches are alſo communicated to the 
Heart ) be affeted, it is called in Greek 
witharyia, vel hapdioryuns, ox xapdVa, Cor. 

It is alſo called in Latin Cardiacus dolor , 
cut os Ventricult dolet, & per conſenſum cordis, 
ergo vocatur affeftio Cordis, ſeu oris ventricult. 
For the Mouth, or upper orifice of the Sto- 
mach being primarily affe&ted, the Heart 
ſuffers by conſent. 

If the lower orifice, called Pilorus, be 
affected, it is called dolor ſeu colica wentriculi ; 
eſpecially if it come of wind. 

The pains of the Guts may alſo be diſtin, 
guiſh'd, becauſe one while the ſmall guts, and 
other whules the thick guts are griev'd.- 

As often as the upper part of the ſmall gut, 
(neareſt the Stomach) is pain'd, becauſe that 
part of the gut is over he right Region of 
the Lions, 1t maketh the Patient (and ſome- 
os the Phyſician) think that the pain isin 


But if that part of the ſmall gut which riſeth 
up from the Loins and Meſenterie,CTowards 
the left Z/ypochondrium) be afflicted with ren- 
dingsand diſtenſions, with a notable hardncſs, 
this is attributed to the Spleen, even by ſome 
Phyſicians, Showa without any ſolid rea- 


ſon;

ſon ; when indeed this diſtending pain is 
altogether Hypochondriacal. 

It the pain te in the Gut /eon, it is thence 
called /zaca Paſſio, which hath been already 
treated of. | 

Whatſoever pain is raisd in, the Gut Co 
lon, may be-called Colica Paſſto. 

Theſe may be diſtinguiſh'd from one an- 
other , chiefly trom the ſituation of either 
Gur. 

For the Gut Uron is for the moſt part con- 
torted hither and thither , up and down 
about the region of the Navel,and from thence 
2 little upward ; but the Colon from the Na- 
vel downward, the pain of the Cholick gene- 
rally preſſing to the bottom of the Belly, as 
well as to each ſide, and the Back, &c. ac- 
cording as the Gut is writhed which is almoſt 
in the manner of a Roman S. teing roll'd 
to the Navel, and from thence with a re- 
markable winding through the middle of the 
Belly, it is writh'd to the left kidney, and 
groin, and ſo down to the Os ſacrum , and 
ladder, and ends in the right Gur ; whence 
the pain riſing in the circuit and circumfe- 
rence of the Belly telow the Navel may truly 
be called Cholical. 

Sometimes there is a hot diſtending pain 
with pulfation and inflammation in the latter 
part of the thick Guts called Rettum ; and 


this is either with a troubleſome rending, 
as

the bowels, preſſing them with a ſenſe of 
weight, wonderfully writhing and contort- 
ing them with ſuch a tearing corroding pain, 
that the ſick .cannot give. an explanation of 
the grief, and miſery which. they endure.

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CHAP. VIL 


. 


Of the Worms. 


Wm may be generated in all parts 
of the Body ; thoſe which are bred 


in Ulcers, may more fitly be called Mag- 
gots, in Latin termetes; but I ſhall onely 
treat of thoſe which are bred in the internal 
parts of the Body. 

Every man living in all places, and climes, 
doth more or leſs ſutfer by the frequent gene- 
ration of theſe little inteſtine Enemies; eſpe- 
cially the weaker ſtate of Man, as Infants.and 
the female Sex ; whoſe ferment, or digeſtive 
heat being not ſufficiently maſter of their 
great moiſture ; part of it is turned into pu- 
trefation, which corrupteth the humours. 

Wherefore it is no wonder that active Na- 
ture (being never at reſt) by the quickning 
animating, heat, which cauſeth Concoction, 
doth frequently generate Worms either in 
the Stomach or Guts, according to the va- 
rious occurrences of matter, and ſeminal 
diſpoſtions. 

There are three or four kinds of theſe in- 
bred p—_ which we may take no- 
tice of, 
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Teretess The firſt are called in Latin 7eretes, a te- 


rendo, quid quaſi terendo rotundum fit, vel ex 
mi, Ge. terebrando. . 

They are long and round like Earth- 
worms but whiter ; they are more common 
than the reſt, and are bred in the Guts, but 
do ſometimes get up into the Stomach. 

The ſecond are called hmbrici Lati & low 
gi, becauſe they are broad and long, 

They are alſo called mwic, garxia, & mwe, x 
mire, tendo. i.e. faſcia extenſa. Becauſe they 
are ſomething like a womans Head-band. 

This worm is full of joints, and is a native

The material cauſe of all worms is ( moſt 
commonly ) the inconcodted part of the 
Chylus which is produc'd of fuch nouriſhment 
as m putrifieth in the Stomach ; as green 
fruit, &c. which gives ſufficient matter to 
theſe intruding Vermine. | 

This part of the Chylus being crude, and 
unfit for ſanguification, is left '( undrawn by 
the lacteal Veins) in the inteſtines, where it 
is mixed with pituitous humours, and elabo- 
rated by the temperate heat of the guts, 
which is the efficient cauſe of ſuch like 
generations. 

The form which lay hid in this matter be- 
fore, is afterward generated by the tempe- 
rate heat of the Bowels, and according to 
the diverſity of rhe latent forms, ſundry 
forts of worms are bred. 

In the aforemention'd title of Schenckias, 
you may reade of the ſtupendious Figures of 
Worms, ſet down by learned and tamous 
Men in their Monuments. 

The ſigns of worms are many. 

If they be round, there is a pinching or

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nawing pain in the Belly, eſpecially being 
—— alſo a ſtinking Breath, a frequent 
dry Cough, Loathing, and ſometimes Vo- 
miting and Looſeneſs, with diſtention of the 
Belly, and a ſympromatical Fever ; the ſleep 
is often diſturb'd with horrible Dreams, and 
ſtarting and gnaſhing of the Teeth ; the Face 
is pale, the Noſe itcheth ; wherefore Children 
that have thera, do often rub and pick their 
Noſe. 

If the long broad worm be in the ſmall 
guts, the party hath an infatiable Appetite, 
the Body conſumeth, having quick ſtools 
after eating, in which there 1s often a ſub- 
ſtance like to the Seeds of Cucumbers. 

If the ſmall worms called Aſcarides, be 
bred in the inteſtinum reitum, there is a pain- 
full itching in Amws with provocation to 
ſtool, in which they often come away. 

If the ſhort thick worms like Botrs be bred 
in the Colon, there is a wringing troubleſome 
pain, and they often come from the Patient 
night and day, without any Excrements, or 
motion to ſtool. 

Theſe laſt mention'd, are of all others the 
_ and moſt difficult to deſtroy, eſpeci- 

lly if they continue long, and grow nume- 
rous, becauſe they encloſe themſelves in a 
Cyſtis or Bladder tor ſhelter, which they run 
out and in to, asa Coney into her Burrovgh, 
wherety they detend themſelves from the 
1% power 
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power of thoſe things' which are given to 
kill them. 


The broad ud long worms are alſo hard; to 
deſtray ; and if the round . ones continue 
and are many, they cauſe Convulſions, 
ſometime. Epi epſie ; and if they come 
out alive in acute Fevers, it betokeneth great 
Malignity -of -the morbifick -matrer, which 
they labour to ſhun, 
The 4ſcarides are not dangerous, for they 
may be eaſily killed with Clyſters. 13

And here the place or reſidence of the of- 
fending Vermine is to be conſidered, viz. 
. whether it be the Stomach or Bowels ; if the 
Bowels, whether the moſt external, as the 
Reftum,-or more internal, as the Colon, [leon, 
or Jejumon ; and according to the different 
feat of ſuch internal offenſives of life, we

eernally applied; I adviſe you ta mix ſome 
of the Powder of the cj worms (of what 
kind ſoever) with them, which you will find 
moſt effetual to deſtroy the living Ver- 
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Alſo all medicaments which partake of 
mercurial irradiation are deſtructive to 
"Worms where-cer they are. 

Our common Quickſilver , if boiled an 
hour or two in fair Water, renders the whole 
(without communication of taſte or ſcent, 
and alſo without any loſs of weight) a cer- 
tain deſtroyer of Worms in humane Bodies ; 
which may be either given at the Mouth, 
or ſweetned with Sugar , and given ss 2 
Clyſter ; after which give two or three do- 
les of the aforeſaid Pill; to expell the dead 
Vermine, and verminous matter.

The external, are any of the ſix non-na- 
tural things immoderately uſed, which wea- 
kens the Stomach, alſo the taking of any ve- 
nemous thing, as Arſnick, Mercury fubli- 
mate, &c. which preſently deſtroys the ſer- 
ment of the Stomach and Guts. 

The internal cauſe of the Lientery,is weak- 
neſs of the Stomach, that it cannot retain 
any food received into it, but ſtriveth to ex- 
pell it. 


The Jaundice-like flux is cauſed by the ſlug- 
giſhneſs of Choler, ſo that it is not carrid 
down to the Guts, to promote the ſeparation 
of the uſefull, from the unuſcfull parts of the 
Chyle. 

The Chyle-like flux is alſo cauſed by the 
ſame, ſo that the ſtraining of Chyle through 
the ſpongy cruſt of the Guts into the LaQeal 
veins is hindred ; the orifices or pores tending 
to the Lacteal veins, —_ by 
over thick and yiſcous phlegmatick hu- 
mours. 

A Cholerick Diarrhea is cauſed by over- 
falt, ſharp and ſerous Choler ; together with 
phlegm, and the juice of the Pancreas too 
watry and fluid.

A fat, oily, or untuous looſeneſs, doth 
follow the over much uſe of too fat food. 

A Dyſentery doth proceed either from the _ of « 
thickneſs of the bloud, by reaſon of over 7 
viſcous phlegm, being mixed with Lympha , 
or the juice of the Pancreas too acid , ac- 
compani'd with ſorrow of mind ; whereby 
the bloud doth become too groſs for its won- 
ted circulation through the Capillary Veſſels 
of the Guts ; wheretore it cauſeth a great 
diſtenſion of them, till at length they burſt, 
and pour out the bloud into the cavity of 
the Guts. 

Or elſe it may be cauſed from Choler too 
alt, ſharp and plenteous in the bloud , 
whereby it doth become extravagantly ſc- 
rous, and eager, through extraordinary fer- 
mentation, — agitating the humours 
to a Colliquation, eſpecially where fierceneſs

bodies,. in which I have found ſtones not 
onely::in the Gall, Lut Cyſtick paſlage allo.

becauſe the inherent heat (in ſtupid and 
'ſhggiſh e) is notſafficient to reſiſt and 
-expell the ſuperfluons moiſture by a due 
tranſpiration : By which means the Circula- 
tion of the Bloud is become ſlow and leſned 
and the production of the vital heat v« 
-feeble, and weak; fo that nature is thereb 
-forced to it all the parts. of the Body tc 
be affeted with a certain ſoftneſs, looſenek 
and internal lubricity, more than is meet 
which do ſufficiently evince, that this is ar 
-efficacious cauſe, and a part of the eflence 
of this Diſeaſe. 
 - Hence we may eaſily infer that the Chil

The internal Cauſes, are excrementitiou! 
- Humours luxuriant in the- Body, __ 
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Phlegm and ferous humours retained, and: 
vitiated, being naturally cold and moift, 
and little ſpirituous, and affected with an 
mternal ſlipperineſs, wherefore upon a ſu- 
perfluous accumulation of theſe humours, 
the production -of this affe& fucceedeth; 
becauſe thereby a Colliquation of the parts, 
and a diſſipation of the inherent Spirits will 
be eafily introduced; -whereby all the-parts 
will afterwards be rendred obnoxious to this 
i cold and moiſt Diftemper. 

= Many diſeaſes preceding this affect , may 
be the cauſe of it ; eſpecially rhoſe which do 
extenuate, and much weaken the Body, as 
all Fevers, &c, 'And alſo all cold and moiſt, 
phlegmatick, and cachochymick Diſtempers; 
which will induce a ſtupour' and dulneſs in 
the affected parts, and cauſe obſtructions. 

Alſo any great Pain, Inflammation, Tu- 
mour, Fracture, Luxation, or any other pre- 
ternatural affect, that hinders the ſtanding 
and playing of the Child, may be ſome 
A cauſe of this Diſeaſe. 

Preſently after the beginning of the Di-.Signs- 
feaſe, a kind of ſlothfulneſs and numbneſs 
doth invade the Joints, and by little and 
little is increaſed, ſo that daily they are 
& more and more averſe from monon ; beſides 
in the beginning of this affe, there is uſy- 
Y ally obſerv'd, a certain laxity, ſoftneſs, and 
fſaccidity of all the firſt affectei parts ; at- 
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ter which followeth a great debility, lan- 
idneſs., arid enervation of all the parts 
they heak bers ehey wolk, which

vehemently iricreaſe, they do not onely to- 
tally Joſe the uſe of their Feet, but-can ſcarce 
fit with an erected poſture, and their weak 
and« feeble Neck can hardly ſuſtain the Bur- 
then of the Head. 

In the progreſs of the Diſeaſe, the Head 
and Faetincreaſeth in bigneſs, but the fleſhy 
parts below the Head, are daily more and 
more worn away, 

There is alſo obſerv'd in this affec, cer 
tain ſwellings, and excreſcencies about 
ſome of the Joints; theſe are chiefly cons
